The Mann bill provides that for 
the first five years the revenue rais- 
ed shall be divided equally between 
the general fund, the state highway 
department, and the counties.

The house Tuesday adopted an 
amendment to the general tax act 
which will add to its estimated total 
revenue approximaely $2,800,000, ac- 
cording to Bussey, of Crisp, who pro- 
posed the change.

CURTAIN ROSEXIN MARION, SAYS NOTED WRITER 


Of Presidential Tragedy 


BY WILLIAM SLAVINS McNUTT 


United News Staff Correspondent. 

Washington, August 7.— Going 
about the capital today I am con- 
scious of being witness to the last 
act of a tragedy on which I saw the 
curtain rise one blustery November 
day in Marion, Ohio, a little more 
than two years and a half ago. 

The plot of the piece is the story 


of an honest, earnest, lovable man of 
the people, a good husband, fine 
neighbor, true friend ~and_ excellent 
citizen plucked suddenly by the hand 
of fate from the pleasant soil in 
which he flourished, and transplanted 
to the uneasy hot bed of national 
pre-eminence, there to wither and 
droop and die in the pitiless glare of 
the light that beats upon thrones and 
other high seats of the exalted few. 

It is the story of the president who 
died in and by office. For be it 
known to those who may not know 
that Warren G. Harding was killed 
by his office as surely as any soldier 
slain on the_ battlefields of France 
was the victith of the war. 


No Early Business Rush. 


There was no early rush to busi- 
ness in Marion. Life there was not 
a rapid matter. It was a leisurely, 
pleasant experience, was Marion life, 
not greatly to be disturbed even by 
the intrusion of weighty national af- 
fairs. It was just a pleasant little 
town, pleasantly asleep on the early 
rainy morning of the day that was 
to see one of its truly representative 
sons elected president.

The flag-draped bygden that car- 
ried with it tonight the sorrowing 
heart of a nation, then was moved 
through the leng room to the plaza 
beyond and lifted to the black draped 
gun caisson. It was strapped in 
place as the troopers of the escort 
sat with sabers raised high in “pre- 
sent.” A moment later, at a low 
command, the troops turned slowly 
away to lead the march to the white 
house. 

Six bay horses, with two khaki- 
clad outriders, drew the caisson. The 
escort moved off across the plaza in 
platoon form, then halted while the 
motor cars took on their passengers. 
President Coolidge and Speaker Gil- 
lette were in t'e first car. 

- Moves Toward Capitol. 

It was a few minutes before 11 
o’clock when the sad procession be- 
gan moving toward the capitol 
grounds where it would swing into 
Pennsylvania avenue. The hidden 
flooded lights that usually bathe the 
capitol with a white glow had been 
extinguished and the great dome stood 
against a moonless sky -as if in 
mourning, a thing of mysterious beau- 
ty lifting above the great pile it sur- 
mounts, 

Behind President Coolidge rode 
Chief Justice Taft and Secretary 
Hughes in a second car, then Secre- 
taries Weeks and Denby riding to- 
gether. The newspapermen of Presi- 
dent Harding's party walked beside 
President Coolidge’s ear and the se- 
cret-service men flanked it on the 
other side. A picked guard of honor 
from the headquarters company of 
the District of Columbia walked be- 
side the caisson. 

Down the winding roadway under 
the trees the escort moved, turning 
intu Pennsylvania avenue around the 
peace monument and swinging up the 
street at a slow walk. 

An utter hush filled the broad 
street, lined again despite the late 
hour with thousands who had waited 
long to pay their humble meed of 
acclaim to the dead. The following 
troop of the cavalry swung down, 
then the rolling rumbling guns that 
brought up the rear. 


Claiter of Horses Hoofs. 


Up the board way ahead the cortege 
rolled and no sound except as the 
clatter of the horses hoofs and the 
rumble of the gun wheels marked its 
passing. Far ahead the utter still- 
ness held amon gthe thousands. The 
cry of a fretful child, cradled in its 
mother’s arms sounded oddly loud. 

The street was dim in the subdued 
glow of its tall lamps; the buildings 
dark, almost deserted, with few 
highted windows. A black sky, stud- 
ded with a few stars that looked dim 
and far away spread above. Flags 
on the hich buildings were invisible 
in their dejected, half-mast droop in 
the all but windless air. 

It seemed long after the rattle of 
hoofs a block or two away became 
audible, before the escort came 
abreast. 


The troopers were half visible as 
they passed, save for the dim lights 
flashed back in countless variations 
from the naked steel of their blades. 
The caisson rolled noiseless as on 
rubber shod wheels. 


The single wreath of somber hues 
rested over the still heart of him who 


thus retraced the way he came in 


triumph to place and-.power two brief 
years ago. 

The wide straps that bound the 
casket to its place looked like bands 
of mourning against the glowing glory 
of the great flag that covered it. 

Behind the casket in long single 
file came ahe silent cars bearing the 
mourners, their dimmed headlights 
making an oddly dulled light of som- 
ber night. Behind these and the last 
horseman came -the rolling guns, the 
guns the dead 
never again give voice in anger. 


Mrs. Coolidge Looks Down. 


As the funeral party wound slowly 
beneath the high windows of the Wil- 


lard hotel, Mrs. Coolidge looked down 
upon it to ponder who knows what 
lesson the solemn cortege carried tor 
the husband so ruthlessly forced to 
high place by the death of his chief. 

Swinging wide around the old cor- 
ner beyond the hotel where the bulk 
of the gray treasury blocks the road, 
the slow moving troopers turned up 
the gentle hill of Fifteenth street in 
a canyon of stone and steel where the 
steel on their horses hoofs rang sharp- 
er in the heavy, close air. 

Another wide turn carried them in- 
to Pennsylvania avenue again and the 
last stage of the journey. Thousands 
were ranked silent and barehaed along 
the way and deep into the park over 
the way from the white house gates. 

The troopers swung on to turn in 
line and sit rigid with lifted sabers. 
The caisson rolled by them and on 
into the east gate at 11:40 p. m., and 
then around under the old trees to 
the great door through which great 
men of the century have passed, but 
never more sadly than tonight. 

Casket Lifted Down. 

Lights from the great chandelier 
under the portecochere threw a soft 
light down on the casket as it was 
lifted down and carried tenderly into 
the east room with its endless banks 
of flowers from the kings and great 
ones of the world. 

A soldier and a marine bore the 
head of sad burden and before it 
walked at slow pace the officers of the 
army and navy who have served close 
to the dead leader:as his aides. Across 
the wide entrance way they passed, 
and Warren Harding was back again 
for a brief moment of rest in the 
home a proud nation gave him with 
his office in the fullness of its trust. 

The casket was rested on a wheeled 
carrier to ease its weight gently over 
the doorsill. It was drawn slowly 
through the wide 
room and placed with head to the east 
under the great crystal chandelier, 
with the portraits of Washington, 
Jefferson and Lincoln looking down 
upon it. 

President Coolidge and the others 
of the mourning party passed into the 
white house with bowed heads. So the 
new chief executive first entered on 
the scene of the great duties that 
await him, in sorrow for the friend 
and chieftain who is gone. 

Out beyond the south windows, 
faintly visible through the night, tow- 
ered the pointing finger of . Wash- 
ington monument, telling the great- 
ness of another president. It also 
was dark, like the capitol, without 
the long beams of light that pick it 
out, a thing of grace and beauty in 
happier times. It was dark and al- 
most grim in its majestic bulk as 
if in sadness for the dead. 

Lincoln Memorial. 

Still beyond in the darkness was 
the square white mass of the Lin- 
coln memorial, lonely beside the slow 
waters of the Potomac. A short res- 
terday ago, President Harding with 
eloquent tongue dedicated this 
of the nation to the memory of a 
great president. Now he awaits hon- 
ors almost as impressive though not 
written in “piled stones.”

It was close to mid- 
night when Mr. Coolidge reached his 
hotel. 

Mrs. Harding did not see funeral 
cortege arrive. She went at once to 
her room when she reached the white 
house long before the procession had 
turned into Vennsylvania avenue a 
mile away. Her hand rested on the 
arm of her brother-in-law, Dr. George 
Harding, Jr., as she stepped again 
withing the old doorway. 

After the last of the official party 
had turned back from the east room, 
the guard of honor took up its vigil for 
the night, motionless, silent, with 
heads bent to watch with a sleeping 
comrade. Silence and the heavy 
scent of the flowers surrounded War- 
ren Harding again as he lay, free for- 
ever from the cares of state, to await 
the morrow and the proud honors 
his country wil] then heap upon him. 

Many Floral Tokens. 

The floral tokens came in a steady 
stream through the late afternoon. Ne 
closed gates barred the way of the 
people through the grounds and hun- 
dreds strolled by to look in through 
the partially drawn curtains of the 
tall windows and see new masses of 
beauty set in place. The scent of 
the flowers inside was heavy even 
out in the open air beyond. 

Through the little groups wander- 
ing through the grounds rolled now 
and again motor cars that hore the 
coat of arms of this or that foreign 
power. They carried usually ambas- 
sadora and ministers and the heads 
of diplomatic missions. Behind them 
came trucks carrying great wreaths 
or huge clusters of rarest blooms. 
The long wall space inside grew 
crowded. 

King George’s Gift. 

Among the floral pieces towered 
one tall easel built of lilies of the 
valley, eastern lilies and China 
asters, With a simple white card bear. 
ing this legend: 

“With profound sympathy. 

“George, R. I.” 

A huge wreath of tiger and Easter 
lilies and cypress leaves betokened 
the sympathy of the ciplomutie corps 
It was brought in person by Ambas- 
sador Riano, acting as dean of the 
corps in the absence from the United 
States of Ambassador Jusserand. 
There were other wreaths from the 
king of Spain, the king of Italy and 
the president of Argentina. One Lore 
the name of the Shah of Persia, others 
came from “His Brittanie Majesty’s 
| government.” the government. of 
| Italy, the Dominion of Canada, from 
the legation of the Kingdom of the 
Serbs. Croats and Slovenes, from Am- 
bassador Diano in person, and from 
many other of the diplomats who 
speak for great peoples overseas came 
still other silent tributes to the dead. 

The great, growing bank of flow- 
ers was a mere hint at what the 
morrow would bring to the capitol ro- 
tunda when the etate funeral takes 
place. But it served to make it sure 
that President Harding's last hours 
in the white bouse would be amid 
such scenes of quiet beauty as only 
do honor to the yzreat dead.

In the penal institu- 
tions of the government the priv- 
ilege system has been most effec- 
tive, with a resort to solitary con- 
finement as a final objective where 
the prisoner is otherwise uncon- 
trollable. Systematic methods of 
appealing to the individual prides 
that even exist -among convicts 
have been found most effective in 
maintaining morale, and in keep- 
ing the prisoners’ deportment gen-

erally good. 

It has also been established by | 
penal studies that brutality, such as | 
the lash, or the thumbscrew tor- | 
ture or the torture box, has been| 
conducive of such rebellion on the 
part of all. convicts, even among 
the great majority who are placable, 
that wherever used in that particu- 
lar institution the deportment has 
been unusually bad, and the proper 
control of the convict population 
practically impossible.

Turn Down That Nail 


If you see a nail sticking out of a 
board, hammer it down or get it out 
of the way somehow before you or 
someone else steps on it. If you are 
unfortunate enough to step on it, go 
to a doctor at once and get the punc- 
ture treated. A nail puncture is us- 
ually deep and hard to sterilize and 
amateur first aid isn’t always effec- 
tive. 

Any nail whether bright or rusty 
is likely to cause an infection if it 
penetrates your skin. The rust it- 
self doesn’t do the damage; it is the 
millions of maligant microbes which 
swarm on the nail. 

When you step on a nail, these 
microbes, germs or bugs‘enter your 
system. They may cause infection, 
blood poisoning, lockjaw and even 
death within -48 hours. 

Look before you step. Get 
projecting nail out of the way 
fore someone steps on it.

HEALTH TALKS

SCIATICA NEURITIS. 

Just because I am talking about 
neuritis, and occasionally even say- 
ing something on the subject, no resd- 
er need imagine that I know any 
treatment of remedy which is hkelv to 
be of any use for neuritis. There's no 
such—well, there is such a condition 
as neuritis, I can’t deny that, but I 
Was going to say there is no remedy 
or cure or treatment which can be 
7 with advantage indiscriminate- 
y. 
ent from every other case as each 
woman's hat is from every other 
woman's—if eavh of them can 
help it. 


The sciatic nerve is one whale of a 
nerve, Ordinarily one thinks of a 
nerve as a celicate thread which is a 
little difficult to follow with the eye 
when one is trying to find the land- 
marks in a little operation. But there 
is nothing delicate about the sciatic 
nerve. It is as thick as your finger 
and as wide as ot. thuinb and as 
Strong as a half-inch ‘manila rope—-so 
strong that one can isolate the nerve 
tr.ink and ‘ift a heavy man with it. 
The sciatic nerve travels down behind 
the hip through the back part of the 
thigh to the inside aspect of the leg 
and foot. It is obvious, therefore, 
that one can’t have sciatica or sciatic 
rheumatiz in the shoulders—any more. 
If one is going to have sciatic neuritis 
nowadays one must have it where the 
nerve is. The curious old custom of 
calling it sciatic rheumatiz does not 
confer the privilege of having the 
trouble all over, but only down the 
posterior region of the lower limb. No 
one has ever had sciatica. sciatic neu- 
ritis or sciatic rheumatism in the 
upper half of the body. This is al- 
Ways a low disease, low and mean. 

About as many cases of sciatica are 
merely neuralgia:as neuritis. And 
about as many cases or sciatic are 
wrongly so diagnosed. For instance,

As the latter procedure results in 
rice ranges which are prohibited un- 
‘der the usury ordinances, the shop- 
keepers’ union has proclaimed a gen- 
eral strike for Thursday and all re- 
tail. establishments except food shops 
will close for a day as a_ protest 
against condition under. which+they 
are expected to operate. 

Their chief objetion is being direct- 
ed against the prohibition of price 
quotations based on the gold .unit.

While pointing cut various means 
by ywhich the employer and employee 
may be mutually “ogee by great- 
er participation ‘business under- 
taking by the earker: the committee 
indicates certain dangers attendant 
upon usurpation of executive au- 
thority by the worker. Employees 
generally are not fitted to fill po- 
sitions in which teconical knowledge 
for the direction of a business is 
imperative, nor do they desire tu as- 
sume the financial responsibility for 
a large concern, declares the report. 

Personal Touch Needed. 

By the appointment of labor or 
pereonal managers, the great prob- 
lem of the “personal touch” in in- 
dustry may be solved, is the state- 
ment of the committee. This factor 
in the maintenance of cordial rela- 
ticns in business is” stressed, the 
statement being made that a manifes- 
tation of interest on the part of the 
executive in the every day affairs 
of those under him will prove of in- 
estimable value in preserving har- 
mony.

Steels, motors, motor accessories, 
coppers and most of the rails and 
other standard shares moved to high- 
er ground despite the sporadic selling 
of sous of the cheap oils, leathers 
and a few specialties. 

Several favorable earnings reports 
made the appearance during the day 
and had a beneficial effect on senti- 
ment. These included the semi- 
annual statements of the Otis Stee) 
company, which showed net operating 
profits of $1,068,560, as against a 
deficit of $229,861 in the first six 
months of last year; the Maxwell 
Motors corporation which showed net 
profit of $3,072,532 for six months 
ended June 30, as compared with net 
profits of $2,018,266 during the entire 
year 1922 and Mack Truck, Ine., 
which earned $4,044,478 net as 
against $1,570,632 in the first half 
of 1922.

a Methodist church, where he ob- 
tained his education. 

At the outbreak of the civil war 
he volunteered and wae sent to Bruns- 
wick with the Ninth Georgia Artil- 
lery. He was wounded on several 
orecasions, and at the close 
of the war returned to find the 
home destroyed and stock stolen. He 
rebuilt his home and raised a crop 
that year, Mr. Heard stated, and with 
great hardship managed to survived 
the hard years following the war, 
but he said, he believed after all it 
was best for the south.
